The Real Issue 


Santa Ana voters will be going to the polls in a few 
days to decide if the community wants a junior college. 

Proponents of the project have not shown any exces- 
sive amount of activity, while The Santa Ana Register 
has been conducting an editorial campaign against some- 
thing or other—and it may be the junior college, so far as 
we know. 

We read with interest, concerning school executives, 
that “they are unethical, so immoral and so unbusiness- 
like.”’ But we are not going to vote on the teachers’ morals 
2h ethics. We are going to vote on a junior college propo- 
sition. 

We gather that a gate should be put across North 
Main street, and all suspicious, alien-looking youths- who 
might want to go to school here be barred. But that’s not 
the issue. We can’t charge them tuition nor kick them out, 
under the state law. Moreover, all the junior college boys 
and girls look like pretty good people, and they’re assets 
to the community, regardless of the location of their 
home town. 

We are not frightened by the dreadful possibilities 
of improved education. The more the people know, the 
better. Fifty years ago the reactionaries contended that 
the third grade and the ‘“‘three R’s’” were sufficient for the 
common herd. Today they argue that Santa Ana should 
not have a junior college and that only the children of the 
rich should be educated beyond the grade schools. 

We refuse to accept the idea that higher education is 
wasted in nine out of 10 cases, or that the people are di- 
vided into two classes—the aristocrats and the serfs—and 
that education should be so managed that the children 
of the serfs cannot advance into the aristocracy. 

We contend that we are all Americans, with equal 
rights and equal opportunities for education here in Santa 
Ana, and that every boy and girl should have all possible 
educational advantages.

I shall vote for the junior college because I believe 
in democracy, because I am a Christian, and because 
I love Santa Ana. 

A successful democracy depends upon an intelli- 
gent, educated people. Education becomes, therefore, a 
public responsibility. That responsibility is as real as 
that for health or fire and police protection. That public 
responsibility ends, not in the least possible, but in the 
best possible. The physical equipment of our Junior 
College is not the best possible. That fact is too obvious 
for argument. 

As a Christian I believe in helping my neighbor. My 
children are beyond junior college age but my neigh- 
bor’s are not. My neighbor is unable to bear the expense 
of a college education for his children. He could not 
even provide elementary education alone. I, as a mem- 
ber of the community, can help him educate his child- 
ren. To do so is a Christian privilege. This sharing is 
good democracy. I am sure that it is genuine Christian- 
ity 
I love Santa Ana. The best part of my adult life 
has been lived here. I want my city to be known for its 
cultural advantages and for the quality of its people: 
Our junior college contributes largely to the cultural 
life of the city. Its present inadequate equipment pre- 
vents it from doing much that it would like to do along 
this line. : 

Our college now draws many families to Santa Ana. 
If it can have the proposed new plant it will attract 
many more families of the best quality. A small city of 
Northern California recently established a junior col- 
lege. At first make-shift equipment was used—just as 
' we are doing now. This year that junior college is housed 
in a fine new plant. Now see what has happened. The 
demand for houses from families who want to live there’ 
cannot be supplied. They want to live there because of 
the junior college. 

Santa Ana may have a similar experience. 

I shall vote “YES” in the bond election on Friday.

MINIMUM COST 

Cost of the issue has been re- § 
duced to the minimum. Under the 
proposition which local voters are & 
requested to approve by the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote, there would 
be no increase in taxes the first 
year, only 6 cents the second year, 
and 12 cents the third year, de- 
creasing each year thereafter until 
the issue was paid off. This would 
mean that on a home worth $5000 
the tax increase next year would 
be nothing, the second year only 
$1.50, and the third year about 
$3.00, decreasing éach year there- 
after. ; 

The Santa Ana Journal, staunch 
supporter of the junior college, is 
waging an effective editorial cam- 
paign in favor of the bonds. It is 
being aided by members of local 
service clubs, Parent-Teacher 
groups, ministers, merchants, and 
hundreds of alumni of the college. 

More than 80 members of the 
Orange County Builders Exchange 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
last week expressing complete ap- 
proval of the junior college bond 
issue. The Exchange has about 200 
members who will work for pas- 
sage of the bonds, school offieials 
were told.

Bond Issue Questions and Answers 


What is the amount of the proposed Junior 
College bond issue? 


The Board of Education is asking for a bond 
issue of $385,000 to be matched by an out- 
right gift of $315,000 from the government. 
This is doubtless the last time that federal aid 
will be available and Santa Ana will have to 
pay its proportionate cost of this aid whether 
she accepts it or not, as it will otherwise be 
spent elsewhere. During the past three years 
with federal aid the following sums have been 
expended in three junior colleges: Chaffey, 
$1,165,000; Fullerton, $705,888; San Bernar- 
dino, $322,000. 


How does the Board justify this proposal? 


Since the earthquake in 1933.the junior col- 
lege has been housed in scattered buildings on 
either side of Main Street and two blocks south 
on Church Street, which had been abandoned 
for school purposes, to which bungalows and 
tent houses have been added each year. The 
Y. M. C. A. has to be rented for gymnasium 
classes at a cost of $4000 annually. Willard 
Junior High Auditorium or some church is used 
for assemblies. The Senior High School athletic 
field and the City Bowl serve for outdoor 
sports. The High School shops, a mile away, 
offer but limited time and space for trade and 
industrial courses for which there is the great- 
est need now on the part of our young people. 
Enrollment has been as follows:

The Citizens Advisory Committee to the 
Board feels that we should take advantage of 
the opportunity to secure an adequate site and 
to make plans for a permanent college plant 
which would be an asset to the city and which 
would keep Santa Ana in step with the other 
41 communities of the state which offer junior 
college facilities. 

How far will $700,000 go in giving a complete 
plant? 


It will provide approximately 75% of a 
complete plant housing 1500 students. There 
will be six buildings: 


Administration and classrooms 
Library 

Commerce and Home Economics 
Gymnasium and auditorium 
Science 

Shops . 


What type of construction is planned? 


A very suitable stucco type of one-story 
buildings which comply with earthquake and 
fire requirements for schools. 


What will be the cost of this $385,000 bond 
proposal? 


These bonds amortized over 20 years at 3% 
interest would effect the tax rate as follows: 
next year no increase at all, the second year 
6c, the third year 12c, and thereafter about a 
%c decrease each year over the ares year 
for 17 years when the issue will be paid off. On 
a home worth $5000 the tax increase next year 


would be nothing, the second year about $1.50, 


the third year about $3.00, decreasing each 
year thereafter. The present tax rate is 19c. 
This year the Board of Education was able to 
reduce the combined school tax rate for Santa 
Ana 18c. 


Can the Junior College district afford these 
bonds? 


The assessed valuation of the district is 
$28,000,000. It has no bonded indebtedness. 
It could under law assume bonded indebted- 
ness to the extent of $1,400,000. The amount 
proposed is $385,000 or only 36% of the limit 
allowed. 


Is it necessary to vote the bonds before the 
government grant is made? 


Yes, should the grant of $315,000 be de- 
nied the bonds voted will not be sold. 


Where will the college be located? 


The Board will choose the best available 
site in collaboration with the State Board of 
Education and the Public Works Administra- 
tion after an impartial survey. 


Do out-of-state students increase the cost of 
education to the Santa Ana district? 


No, last year the average daily attendance 
of the 91 out-of-state students was 65. These 
were scattered among 196 classes. Until the in- 
crease in these students causes the starting of 
extra classes there is only a nominal increased 
cost per class conducted. Six extra classes were 
required to care for them exclusively, teach- 
ing and other cost of which was less than 
$4000: To offset this, $5850 was received from 
the state for their education. 36 of these stu- 
dents lived with their relatives here: 1 with a 
cousin, 18 with aunt or uncle, 13 with brother 
or sister, and 4 with grandparents. A survey 
made last year indicated that each out-of-state 
student spent on an average of $30.00 a month 
in Santa Ana for food, clothing, shelter, books, 
amusement, etc., or about $25,000 for the 
year. The School Code prohibits the charging 
of tuition to out-of-state students. 


What is the chief function of a junior college? 


In the last decade it has been shown all over 
the country that the chief function of the jun- 
ior college is to train young men and women 
for immediate entry into various semi-profes- 
sional, business, trade and industrial courses. 
Less than 30% of Santa Ana students con- 
tinue in college preparing for some profession. 
Courses in many kinds of shop work, airplane 
construction, Diesel engines, electric refriger- 
ation, air conditioning and citriculture are 
needed but cannot be given at present. 


The Junior College makes it possible for 
those who can not afford to go away from 
home to secure college work under favorable 
conditions: smaller classes and more personal 
attention. The Junior College is destined to be 
the people’s college as is evidenced by the fact 
that there are now 600 in the country with 
scores of new ones being started each year. 


We have studied this proposition carefully 
and urge a favorable vote on September 23.
